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OLD TIME DRILLER SPINS YARN 
TELLS OF GREAT OIL GUSHER 
HE'S BIGGEST LIAR JN THE FIELD

"And they 'talk, about oil wells!"
"What was the biggest well you 

ever saw come in?" I asked the 
old-timer.

"That's a hard question to an­ 
swer, sonny," he replied as he bit 
off a large chew from a black plug; 
"but I think it was in Roumania. 

When She Came In
"Yeah, it was in : Roumania and 

when old BOBO Mo. I come in the 
mania that had been in Roumania 
before was as quiet as London, On­ 
tario, on Easter Sunday, compared 
to the boom that followed.

"I'm up the derrick stacking, 
one day, when we're drilling that 
well ahead at 1800 feet. We don't 
know anything about the struc­ 
ture because there isn't any pro­ 
duction within 500 miles.

Hit Betorn to Well
"The next day when I comes to 

in Sofia, Bulgaria, it dawns on my 
conscience that there is one more 
oil well in the world.

"I goes back to Roumania, and 
before I gets 40 miles from the lo­ 
cation of that .gusher the sky Is 
pouring down oil so thick that 
them native Roumanians Is catch­ 
ing it in hogsheads.

"I gets a diver's suit and atartfl 
hiking, for the rails are washed 
out in so many places the train 
can't proceed.

"Before I have gone ten miles I

have to rent a b<kt to go further 
and hire two natives to ball it out.
 It fills with oil in three minute* 
unless constantly balled.

"When I get to the well. sh< 
has slowed down go that you could 
travel in a boat with only a sponge 
for bailin' out.

From bonds the government sold to 
the folks who caught oil in palls 
and hogsheads before we put that 
baby under control, Roumanlr 
financed seventeen Balkan wars."
